The number after each variety name in this 
book denotes the official size and color classifica- 
tion of the variety as determined by the North 
American Gladiolus Council (NAGC for 
short). These classification numbers help you to 
visualize the size and color of the various varie- 
ties. Also at most shows this system is used for 
entries in the various classifications. 


Glads are classified in five sizes as follows— 


Miniature Glads 100—Florets under 214” 
Small Glads 200—214” up to 314” 
Medium Glads 300—314” up to 414” 
Large Glads 400—414” up to 544” 
Giant Glads 500—514” and larger.

A Classic 


The following paragraph describing the various stages of gladiolus 
growing has attracted so much attention and been quoted so many times that 
I am repeating it again for the benefit of new readers. 

“There is a fascination about growing glads that becomes a hobby, then 
a craze. There are five stages of interest in growing ‘glads.’ First you just 
grow them as an amateur, same as you would any other flower. Then as your 
interest in them increases you become a ‘fan,’ then a ‘bug,’ then a ‘nut,’ then 


on 


finally a ‘fiend.’ When you reach this final stage you are hopeless. You think 
of ‘glads’ all day, dream of them at night, spend every available minute of 
your time in the garden, talk of them, visit the shows, read all the catalogs 
and spend all your money on them. You will look lovingly at the last flower 
in the fall, will handle over your bulbs in the winter time and will hardly be 
able to wait till you can lovingly plant the bulbs in the spring. From then 
till the first bloom appears is a period of happy anticipation. When finally the 
spikes of blooms begin to appear you are in heaven.” 

In which class are you? I have been in the last class for years. A number 
have written me that they are in a still more advanced stage, the ‘‘Damn 
fool” stage. That must be about the height of something. 


New Introductions for 1958 


LEONARD W. BUTT’S 1958 INTRODUCTIONS 


Ten splendid new varieties are offered for 1958 and they are backed up 
by our own rigid testing and by their performance in the Trial Grounds. 
This may seem to be a large group for any one year, but both the Butterfly 
and Miniature classes need more population and we feel that these varieties 
will materially help. 


LARGE FLOWERED VARIETIES 


Medalist 


on each lower petal and very closely resembles its famous seed parent Radi- 
ance, 

Medalist grows strongly (50) and straight and blooms early, just after 
Friendship. The small bulbs, even 5’s and 6’s bloom in late fall extremely 
well, thus providing a succession of bloom throughout the season. 

The 7-8 open florets are well placed and attached; 6-7 in colour out of 
the 18/20 total buds. In three successive years in the trial grounds it rated 
Honorable Mentions in 1955 and 1957 and a Silver Medal Award in $250 
thus proving it is a consistently good performer. 


(450) (Radiance x Animation) (Early Midseason). This 


splendid, light red is brightened by a fine, white stripe 


(564) (Seedling x Evangeline) (Midseason). There are 
all too few glads in this deep rose class that are as large 
as Olympia. We have always regarded this as a rose magenta and the small 
white bars in the lower petals light it up and add to its attractiveness. 

Plants are tall, 55’’ to 60’, spikes straight and stretchy 24/26” with 
lots of handle. Opens 8 well placed florets and one spike is a whole bouquet. 
For some unknown reason this was never submitted to the Trial Grounds, 
but as it has grown over the past few years here it is most promising. 


Oiympia 


Roseate (462) (Spic & Span x Wayfarer) (Midseason). In all its 

trial years as a seedling this has always been an outstanding 

performer. It’s been known as ‘‘the Rose Spic & Span”’ because it is a beautiful 

rose pink with a white throat and it makes tall, straight spikes which easily 
open 8 florets at once. 


Its virtue is further attested by the Trial Grounds’ judges who awarded 
it Silver and Gold Medals. 

Its green, healthy plants attain a height of 60” with 28-30” flower 
heads and 18/20 buds. Roseate has just everything a good glad needs to 
attain stardom—colour—size—uniformity and is an easy cutter with virtually 
100% top grade spikes; no short heads. 

For commercial or show purposes a winner! 


BUTTERFLY VARIETIES 
Gladiator (336) (Peter Pan x Seedling) (Midseason). Just out 
of this world for colour and form. It’s a flaming scarlet 
of a “different” color, closely resembling a carnation red. In form it’s ruffled, 
really ruffled, needlepointed too. 

Spikes are always straight, 50’’ in height, 18-20 buds, 6-7 open florets, 
well placed and attached. Gladiator is a real butterfly and lends itself to 
artistic arrangements. Submitted only once to the Trial Grounds it earned a 
Silver Medal with a high score of 89. 

Florists who cater to a top trade just couldn’t get enough of this variety 
to satisfy the demand. Truly one of Nature’s masterpieces! 


Jetfi re (324) (Statuette x Seedling) (Early Midseason). An ynusual 
colour combination. Apricot red with a yellow throat, on 
which is a fiery red thumb print. 

Modestly ruffled like its seed parent it has also the same opening qualities 
—eight well placed florets at once. 

Spikes are straight, 38’’-40” in height, 15-17 buds. Excellent in arrange- 
ments and is an exhibition variety as well. Silver and Gold Medals from 
the Trial Grounds and an Award of Merit from the British Gladiolus Society, 
stamp this as a proven introduction. 

Jetfire is a bright, cheerful butterfly. 


Meteorite (312) (Crinklette x Sprite) (Midseason). A rich golden 
yellow, absolutely unmarked and devoid of any other 
colour. Sparkling colour throughout and really ruffled. - 


Spikes are always straight, 40” in height, 18/20 buds with 8 to 10 open 
florets. In size just above the miniatures. This fits in extremely well for 
arrangements and will hold its own on the show bench as it opens so many in 
precise arrangement.

413 (Orange Gold X Yellow seedling) Late 
midseason. Here is a most unusual glad and 
the nearest to a flowering telephone pole I[ ever saw. Easily grows 6 ft. or 
more tall, always straight, with a 28” head and very long cutting stem. This 
is the only long headed seedling of Orange Gold I know of. Has 20-22 buds 
which are green at first then turning to greenish yellow and finally open fully 
to a very deep yellow of an unusual shade and with some reddish lines on lip. 
Blooms from all size bulbs and is a good propagator. Opens 8-9 blooms with 
rolled back petals of very heavy texture and with six in color. Placement 
and attachment are good, opens well from tight bud.

Tho the large glads will probably always be most in demand the popu- 
larity of the small ones is increasing tremendously. Years ago small size was 
about their only recommendation but now we are getting exquisite creations 
that are wondrously beautiful both in color and form. Their small size and 
daintiness make them far more practical for the modern apartment and for 
arrangements than the large ones. They bloom from all sizes so it is not 
necessary to have large bulbs. In fact sometimes the large bulbs produce 
over size blooms. As a class they also are healthier than the large ones.

One of the most interesting and fascinating 
aspects of the gladiolus game is raising seedlings. 
Every bulb grown from a seed is different from 
any other glad ever produced. Many you will 
like and many will not appeal to you but there is 
always the chance of getting an outstanding one, 
even a world beater. There is nothing mysterious 
about breeding glads or anything else. The trick 
is to get the right parents and then to be able to 
evaluate the good ones. 

I made a number of blue crosses this year 
using the best blues available such as Blue God- 
dess, Blue Radiance, Blue Butterfly, Blue Dia- 
mond and Caribbean. But as there is always a 
big demand for blue seed I haven’t enuf of any 
one cross to list it. So I have mixed the blue 
crosses together. In getting a packet of these you 
will get an even better selection than if you 
ordered just one named cross. I have also done 
the same with most of my miniature crosses. 

As you will note I have a number of green 
crosses and it has been my experience that these 
give almost 100% green seedlings. I can’t say 
just what the greens X some other color will give 
but I am expecting some interesting seedlings. 
I am planting many of these myself. 

Seed are in packets of 15-18 for 35c. With 
each 10 packets I will put in 2 extra packets of 
my choice. The mixed seed should give very 
interesting results as there is a great variety of 
parents.

HARDY CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


Most so called hardy mums are not really 
hardy in the most northern regions. Prof. Meader 
of the University of New Hampshire has been 
working on hardy ones crossing with Korean 
varieties trying to produce new varieties that are 
hardy in their location where they get extreme 
cold and little snow. Anything that is hardy there 
will live thru the winter most anywhere. The 
following varieties are among the very hardiest 
to be had from any source.

Here and There... 


BEAUTY Glads are beautiful in not only color 
but also in form. There is greater variety of 
form in glads than in any other flower. There is 
ruffling, fluting, waving and most every form 
and shape you can imagine. Nearly all varieties 
are more or less ruffled now. The plain ones look 
terribly plain. Some breeders do not even keep 
plain petaled seedlings for further trial. 


BEST VARIETIES There is no one best variety 
for all purposes. The miniatures and small varieties 
are the most suitable for arrangements and for 
small rooms. Besides general good looks the main 
requirement for commercial cut flowers is the 
ability to open well from tight buds. For exhibition 
they should open a lot of blooms at a time. For 
your own garden it 1s a matter of personal preference 
as to size and color, form etc. Many times the best 
commercials are not the most beautiful. In fact 
many florists are years behind the times in ap- 
preciation of beauty and in the use of miniatures 
and certain other types and in colors that the public 
would use if the florists would handle them. 


SIZE OF BULBS Theoretically the larger the 
bulb the better the bloom. This may be the case 
in certain varieties. But it definitely is not true 
in many cases. Some varieties do not readily 
make large bulbs and in many kinds a medium 
bulb will give about as good a bloom as a large 
one and in nearly all varieties mediums will 
give very satisfactory results. And small bulbs 
will amaze you at the size of spikes they often 
produce. The commercial growers plant mostly 
small bulbs to produce the large ones for sale. 


GLADIOLUS SEED You should try some this 
year. Seeing the new seedlings open up is a great 
thrill. Every one is different. 

To grow them you just plant the same as other 
seeds—not over 14 inch deep and keep them moist. 
I put a burlap or bag over them till they come thru 
and then take the bag off. Keep them moist and 
clean of weeds. A few may bloom the first year 
and most all the second year. 


THE NEW GLADS If you haven’t raised some 
of the new introductions of the past few years 
you just don’t know your glads. Great strides 
are being made in all types and colors. You will 
be amazed at some of the new ones. 


GLADIOLUS REQUIREMENTS They grow 
im most any soil from sand to clay. They do need 
sun and water but will not stand wet feet. They 
need good drainage. Fertilizer is not too important 
if your soil is fairly good. They will do well under 
bad conditions but far better if things are right. 


IDENTIFICATION OF BLOOMS Every year 
people send me wide open blooms for identifica- 
tion and often with the stems wrapped with 
something wet. These always arrive entirely 
rotted or with the color all out of them. 

Always send them in the bud and dry and 
with at least 5 or 6 buds on the stem. Then they 
arrive in good condition and I will identify them 
if I can. Send by air if possible. 


THRIPS When the plants grow well but the buds 
dry up and do not open the trouble is always 
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thrips. These can be avoided by dusting or spraying 
with DDT or Chlordane. My instruction sheet 
that goes with the bulbs tells all about it. 


COLOR Glads have a greater range of color 
than any other flower—from white thru all the 
various shades of pink, orange, lavender, violet 
to deep blue and black red. Name the color and 
we have it. 


FLORIDA CUSTOMERS or others who want 
to plant in the fall or before late December\ should 
order before May. Then we can hold the bulbs in 
our cooler till wanted. Bulbs of the present years’ 
growing have to rest and are not ready to plant till 
about January Ist. Then some kinds are grown in 
other places and don’t get here till January or 
later. Every year a number of Florida people are 
disappointed because they can't get the bulbs they 
want till later than they wish to plant. Just order 
in the Spring and we will ship when you want them. 


FOR A LONG BLOOMING SEASON Plant 
early varieties as early as possible. Then it is 
well to plant midseason varietiés at the same 
time as well as the late bloomers. Then plant 
some of your favorites at 10 day intervals. In 
this way you can have a fine succession of blooms 
all season. 

If you want certain midseason varieties late 
in the season just plant them late. But remember 
the later you plant the shorter time it takes to 
bloom. Nature will produce a bloom if possible. 


CHANGING COLOR Many people ask why 
their glads change color. Except for the occasional 
sport they never do. This is not a controversial 
matter but a scientific fact. What happens is that 


some varieties propagate fast and others very slowly 
or die out. So the first thing you know you have 
mostly one or two colors. 

Don’t let anyone kid you that their glads changed 
color as they positively do not. Tho some people 
will still swear that they do. 


SPORTS Very occasionally a bulb will sport to 
another color, usually a lighter shade, tho 
sometimes to a darker shade. The sport will have 
the characteristics of the parent variety except 
in color. 

Less often the variety will sport to a different 
plant habit, sometimes to a stronger growth, 
tho this is rather rare. 

Sometimes a plant will appear that has both 
the original colored bloom and lighter ones or 
some blooms of both shades. These are sports 
but probably will not come the same again. 
All sports are likely to revert—some kinds worse 
than others and some very little. 


BLOOMING DATES Definite blooming dates 
of a certain number of days to bloom are entirely 
unreliable. Different sections of the country make.a 
difference of up to a month or more. Then some 
varieties will bloom over a period of several weeks. 
So the best we can do 1s to call them early, midseason 
or late. 


GROWING FOR SHOWS Many more people 
should grow some for the shows. Often those in 
your garden are better than some in the shows. 
But to really win you should grow them as good 
as possible. The books will tell you how. Re- 
member that every flower should be entirely 
free of blemishes and if they do not have good 
placement you can correct this to a large extent 
by hand manipulation while the spike is opening. 
Have as many blooms open as possible but no 
wilted blooms at the bottom. 


VIRUS DISEASES Virus is getting into. many 
kinds of plants and glads are no exception. Some 
viruses stunt the plants and others spot the blooms. 
To avoid this you should spray with something 
to kill the insects that carry the disease. 

Do not plant glads near beans or other legumes 
or cucumbers or tobacco. There may be other plants 
also that can infect glads but sometimes the other 
plants are affected more than the glads. Aphis and 
some other insects carry the virus. 


BOTRYTIS This is a disease that sometimes 
comes on in the fall in cool weather especially 
when there are heavy dews or rain. Botrytis 
spots the blooms and makes them look some- 
what like thrips damage. To avoid this spray 
with Captan. 

If you do get Botrytis, dig fairly early and 
dry them as quickly as possible before the disease 
gets down to the bulbs. Botrytis gets on to many 
plants in the fall sometimes even in the green- 
house unless there is a little heat on. 


SYMPOSIUMS and lists of varieties in books 
and magazine articles give you a general idea of 
what is good. But they fall far short of telling what 
is the best as the newer varieties are not usually 
mentioned. Often the writer doesn’t even know the 
best ones. And so few of those voting in the sym- 
posiums have tried the newer ones that these 
varieties don’t get many votes. 


BULBLETS- Bulblets are a good means of 
getting started in high priced varieties but 
remember they do not germinate 100%. Soaking 
them for a day or so or sunning them for a 
couple of days will help. Personally I would soak 
or sun or peel all high priced bulblets till I found 
out if they were easy germinators. 
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Size of bulblets has nothing to do with germi- 
nating or growing qualities. Some kinds naturally 
make huge bulblets and others very small ones. 
One large grower when buying them by the 
quart always wants as small ones as he can get 
so as to get more to the quart. He says if they 
have a live kernel he can make them grow. 


GUARANTEE We try to satisfy our customers. 
If anything goes wrong I will appreciate your 
letting us know and will try to make tt right. 

But we do not guarantee all bulblets to grow. 
Most kinds germinate easily tho seldom 100% but 
some varieties need a little coaxing. Also not all 
small bulbs grow tho most of them should. 

We cannot be responsible for the crop you harvest 
as so many things are beyond our control. 

Remember glads like anything else have to have 
moisture. If planted on very dry soil especially 
late in the season they sometimes will not grow. 

We try to please and usually do as we have 
customers who have bought cf us for many years. 


FERTILIZERS 


Go easy on fertilizers. Chemical fertilizers or 
fresh manure cause disease. If your soil is very 
poor you may have to use a little fertilizer, but 
if you do keep it a foot or so from the plants. The 
roots will reach it. 

Some of the best show growers say that water 
is the best fertilizer but you must have good 
drainage so that the glads will not have wet feet.

ON ORDER FORM write or type 
clearly and completely, mail as early 
as possible, pereferably with payment in 
full. 


PUT DOWN AN ENTRY from price 
list in each of the columns on order 
blank for each variety. (It helps us if 
you separate retail items from quantity 
items. ) 


OUR POLICY ON EXTRAS AND 
COUNT: On quantity orders we put 
in 5% extra count. On retail items tell 
us if you prefer extra count or other 
extras. 

We put in some extras on all orders for 
bulbs of $3 or more except on collections 
and others mentioned on page 13. 
These are big value as is. 


On retail orders for bulbs or bulblets 
only, if fully paid with order, you 
get extras as follows: Order $6.01 to 
$12 and you get 10% extra in bulbs or 
bulblets. Order of $12.01 to $35.00 gets 
15% extra, and over $35.00 you get 
20% extra. Indicate your preference on 
extras and we'll follow your wishes as 
closely as possible. These discounts do 
not include collections or supplies. They 
are for bulbs only. 


PAYMENT: Orders fully paid in ad- 
vance save us time and expense and so 
earn most extras for you. But we’ll 
ship retail orders C.O.D. if you wish, 
provided you send deposit of at least 
$1 with order or 25% on orders of $4.00 
or more. Of course you also pay C.O.D. 
fee to postman on delivery, plus balance 
due on order. You save C.O.D. costs by 
paying in advance. 


MINIMUM ORDER: We appreciate 
your courtesy in sending orders totaling 
$3.00 or more, because smaller orders 
cost so much to handle they eat up all 
the profit.

AIR MAIL: From a distance air mail 
may save you several days in getting 
bulbs.
